Camp, Near Barrie Oreex (8. D.), 
Dec. 26.—The weather is cold and the 
rivers are frozen solid. A company of 
Cheyenne scuuts are encamped at the 
mouth of Battle Creek. Two attempts 
have been made by the hotiles, who 
number about 80, to break into their 
camp. The first attempt was made 
by only a few of the Indians, who were 
quickly repulsed with a loss of two 
killed and several wounded, and it is 
thought one was fatally hurt. The 
second attempt was made aiter dark 
by the whole band, led by Kicking | 
Bear. Volly after volly was fired on 
both sides, and a desultory fire was 
kept up for an hour or more. It is not 
' known how many hostiles were ki'led, 
but judgfhg from the reports of scouts, 
there must have been several killed.

not understand each other. A fair 
and candid interchange of thought 
will, I believe, do good, And here 
let me say that the comments of the 


'Gazerre Saturday evening on the 


communication of ‘“‘Farmer’’ were 
timely and appropriate. 

Now, I will take up the several 
questions of ‘‘ Farmer” and answer. 
Firet he asks: ‘‘ Have you not in the 
past bought your wheat in the cheap- 
est market— Utah and California—and 
then regulated the price of the farm- 
ers’ wheat here by what that cost you, 
regardiess of the price at which you 
sold your flour?’’ 

As this query contains a number of 
questions, let me divide and answer 
one at a time. First there is the 
question, Did I net buy in the cheap- 
est market? I answer yes; and fur- 
ther afiswering, let me ask you what 
did you take me for? Did you expect 
me to lie about it and then try to jus- 
tify? And further, did vou expect 


market? 1 guess you did not, for in 
that case my act would nave been 
sufficient proof that 1 as manager of 
the mill should take up quarters in 
the Lunatic Asylum, and get waked 
up by a dose of Dr. Bishop’s lightning 
battery. No, no, Mr. Farmer, I am 
pot iusane. Besides, | may say there 
is no precedent for it. 
Now for the second installment of 
the query: ‘‘ Did you not regulate the 
price of Washoe wheat by what the 
foreign grain cost?’’ I say, yes, sir; 
and as you refer to years ago, I will 
also refer to that time, for it will be 
remembered that in some respects the 
conditions have changed. Irefer 
ticularly to charges in freight. Ten 
years ago we paid our local farmers 
$50 a ton. The same grade of wheat 
cost in California $30, and the freight 
on the same was about $20 from Sac- 
ramento. Was this a wrong and a 
crime? Is it not plain on its face that 
the farmer here got $20 a ton more 
than the farmer in California? Was 
this wrong? Do you not know that 
the limited amount raised here would 
not keep the mill running sixty days 
iu the year? 
Next you’ ask: ‘‘ Do you not have 
to stand in with the Reno merchants 
to keep up the price of flour?’ I an- 
ewer no, Soiaras lam aware, these 
merchants are as anxious to buy cheap 
as anybody. Those merchants who 
buy our goods do so because they are 
ually good and equally cheap. The 
Riverside Mill Company can’t get a 
cent more for their products than what 
the outside article costs here in car- 
loads. oes ** Farmer’? know this? 
But I am at a loss to know just what 
he would have. Does he want a big 
price for wheat and then get bis flour 
for a littie price? If so, will he ‘ell 
me how the thing can be done? 

Now for a little history: Last spring 
my company imported some fifty tons 
of the very best wheat for seed that 
could be found in California. It coat 
in carloads one dollar and seventy 
cents at our mill. We sold it to those 
who waaoted clean seed at cost, and 
agreed to pay the same price for the 
crops if equally good and clean. The 
seed was sown, and within the last 
three months most of the crops have 
come in, not quite so clean as the seed, 
and this was mainly the fault of the 
thresher, but in other respects as 
as that served. Did the mill 
its promise? Ask those interested. 

In this connection it may not be 
out of place to make some comparisons. 
From time to time my company has 
bought“ wheat in several outside 
— as, for instance, Sheridan and

Lake valley and Love- 
lock, on this side of the mouptains. 
Within a week we haye had offers of 
wheat from these several places as fig- 
ures as follows, free on board the cars

my mill company to go to the dearest } 


deal of jealousy exists in the min 
oo of our farmers against the town. 
I ask this because not long ago 
beard two farmers agree that if it 
were not for supporting the town the 
‘farmers would get along well enough. 
Of course this idea is not general in 
any class. Thirteen years ago when 
the farmers’ co-operative store started 
business in Reno I heard several of 
the leading members say that they 
had worked like slaves fur many years 
and the stores had got all they made. 
Now I think that it might have been 
truly answered that the stores were 
not to blame, for presumably the 
farmers got value received and in too 
many instances even more, for it is a 
notorious fact that Keno for many 
years was the storekeeper’s graveyard. 
So it must be evident that the mer- 
chants were not to blame for all the 
woes of the farmer, Yes, | was onve 
a storekeeper here myself and vividly 
recall the fact that I lost over five 
thousand dollars, and if my customers 
did not get the benefit of it, will some 
one -tell me what become of it? I 
think one of the great troubles with 
the mass-s of the people is the exag- 
erated ideas they have of the profits of 
the merchants, and the query of 
“Farmer” is almost positive proof 
that he is badly at sea. Hear bim: 
‘Do they not, when they get goods in 
carloads, add what might be called a 
balk profit of 70 or 78 cents to each 
100 pounds and then charge 10, 20 or 
30 per cent profit?’’ This is not the 
full query, but let me answer this as I 
go along. No, hedon’t. At least not 
once in a hundred times. If the mar- 
ket should advance sharply, such 
might be possible, but with the com- 
petition there is in Reno, what 
‘*Farmer’’ suspects is simply imposei- 
ble. Let me here suggest that many 
carloads of goods bave come to Renv 
that cost hundreds of dollars and 
have been sold for less than twenty- 
five dollars advance of first cost and 
freight. Is twenty-five dollars an out- 
rageous advance to charge on a car- 
load of stuff that* cost six hundred or 
sixteen hundred dollars. ? 
I am next presented with this 
query: “Suppose a merchant here 
next June gets a carload of goods from 
S. F., among which is forty hundred 
pounds of potatoes; freight ia car lots 
3U or 40 cents per hundred, the differ- 
ence between car lots and smaller lots 
being from 60 to 80 cents. Does not 
the merchant add the difference, say 
70 cents to the potatoes, calling that 
the cost, and then sell at a profit of 10 
to 30 per cent. even on the 70 cents 
added?” I answer no. That is not 
the way itis done. -Possibly an ava- 
ricious dealer might do so if he had 
the market to himéelf, but even then 
I don’t think he would stop to figure 
percentage. No, he very likely would 
ask double, or possibly four or ten 
times the cost. ut suppose he did 
do this; would it be an injury to our 
local producers? Will our potato- 
raisers kick the coming winter and 
spring if some merchant or all of them 
combine together and import potatoes 
fiom 8. F. or any other place and put 
up the price? 1 guess not, but if they 
do, then build larger the lunatic asy- 
lum. 
‘‘Farmer’’ next refers to the matter 
of butter and eggs and asks what in- 
ducement does the Reno merchant 
offer for the production of either. My 
answer is that it is to the interest of 
every merchant to buy every poand of 
butter and every dozen eggs at figures 
at which he can live, to use a com- 
mon expression. 1 know that to me 
it is always pleasing to deal with my 
neighbor, but not simply for his sake. 
No, | am no philanthropist, not at al). 
But if I insist that our traffic shall be 
mutually beneficial, pray tell what 
more do you want? And so, no doubt, 
it is with our merchants. But 
“Farmer” goes on to say that our 
storekeepers send away to Utah and 
California for chickens and eggs and 
butter just as quick as the price here 
goes up beyond a certain figure. Let 
me ask if it is not a fact that he must 
send for these things or go without? 
Does he not know that at times ranch 
eggs, as our local product is called, 
can not be had at any price. Yester- 
day 1 heard a dealer in town tella 
farmer to bring in all the fresh eggs 
he bad at 60 cents a dozen. Is this 
not a fair price for eggs, and is it not 
a fact that ranch eggs are io greater 
demand than the foreign article? But 
above all, is it not a fact that 
“Farmer’’ blames the merchant for 
something for which he is not respon- 
sible? 
and butter are usually quite 
plentiful during the summer. What 
is the result? Cheap, of course. This 
is ever the case the world over. 
Scarcity make high prices and plenty 
the reverse, and this rule, it seems, 
was in force when the nabob farmer 
of Egypt sold his corn to the famishin 
people of other lands. By the way, i 
“Farmer” will give me the name of 
any person in Keno who refuses bis 
ranch eggs in preference to those im- 
from Utah, I will move to have 
im sent to the tender mercies of Dr. 
Bishop. But as ‘‘ Farmer’’ proceeds 
I think he reyerses himself. In the 
matter of potatoes he seems to find 
fault with the merchant for importing 
and patting up the price, while in the 
matter of eggs and chickens he is of 
the opinion that it is wrong, as it 
knocks the price down. What -would 
he expect any store- 
keeper to pay him 50 cents a dozen 
when others offer them for 25. Does 


But “Farmer” holds his biggest 
for his last shop, and I envy him 
satisfaction he must have felt 
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would like to bave seen or smelled the 
butter. I do not forget that “‘Farmer’’ 
says that the owner of the butter said 
it was as good as _ four roils in 
Reno, But who shall judge? Is it 
not a fact that all makers of butter 
claim to make the best? And this 
reminds me that Bill Thompson is the 
only rancher. who raises No. 2 grain ; 
all others only raise No. 1. Now I 
wonder if the butter makers of Ne- 
vada are different from those of Cali- 
fornia? I read in the San Francisco 
market reports something like this: 
‘* Butter, gilt edge, 30 cents; good to 
choice, 25 cents; second , @ 
cents ; off grades, 10 to 15 centa.”” So 
it seems that over there some is better 
than others, and even that some is 
off grade. May this not be the case 
here? If not, why not? Having 
handled considerable butter while 
keeping shop in Nevada, I know it is 
so. Often has butter come to me as 
No. 1 when I knew it was not fit for 
axle , and still I coald not but 
believe the maker was in earnest in 
saying it was good. So if the mer- 
chant refused it because he thought 
it was not good, why should he be 
blamed. 

Bat if Mr. Storekeeper refused the 
butter just to be mean, then I think 
the owner of the four rolls should have 
taken a shotathim. But it may be 
that the merchants bad all they could 
carry or wanted, and manifestly it 
would be unfair to compel a man to 
to buy when he had all he wanted. 
This is a free country you know. As 
well might the merchant insist on the 
farmer buying more when he had all 
he wanted. But the remedy resorted 
to in this instance—the sendidg $50 
out of the State—was not well chosen, 
I think. It certainly hurt no one any 
more than the sender. But if I 
wanted any proof of what I said la | 
week, here is certainly a casein poiut: 
The $50 helped build up Sacramento, 
and Our community lost the two or 
four dollars of profit which our mer- 
chants could have made had the goods 
been bought here. 

In sebdinaiom: I have only to review 
my former suggestion, i. e., let every 
one consider honestly what is best to 
be done for his own good. Don’t 
worry about me, for your success in a 
financial way increases my chances 
also. If youcan get what you reed 
at home equally good and equally 
cheap, do so. Do it for your own 
sake. Do it because it will pay you, 
and remember very few of us are here 


simply for our health. Neither are 
we here as patients or angels in dis- 
guise. It may be well to remember 
too that very few business men handle 
any cummodity for the fun of it, and 
also that the business man who bought
